Is Arrested By FBI 


NEW YORK (UPG—A Florida 
shrimp fisherman, who was be­ 
lieved dead by his family, was 
to be arraigned before a U. S. 
commission today on charges of 
perpetrating an alleged boat ac­ 
cident in which he was reported 
to have drowned. 
Fisherman John Pterudis, 56, of 
FYH Myers, was arrested yester­ 
day *by the FBI and accused af 
arranging with a friend his fake 
drowning last April IO in the Gulf 
of Mexico Pterudis was supposed 
to have “fallen overboard” from 
a shrimp boat, the FBI said. 
Assumed Name 
Actually he was picked up by 
another vessel and taken to shore, 
the FBI said. He then came to 
New York, got a job and assumed 
the name of Petr a kl* 
Billy Casa, 31. the friend who 
reportedly helped him in the al 


leged hoax, has been arrested by 
the FBI in Florida on a complaint 
filed in Tampa Jan. U. 
Cass was charged formally with 
furnishing a false drowning report 
to the U.S. Coast Guard and 
Pterudis with conspiracy. If con­ 
victed each faces a maximum 
sentence of five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. 
Authorities could give no imme­ 
diate motive for the alleged hoax. 
Pterudig admitted he faked the 
drowning, but claimed he had 
fallen overboard from his shrimp 
boat and was picked up by a

craft.”
